BOSTON, Nov. 4.—Lewis G. Knowlton, a 


young inuu whose prospaota in life might 
be of the brightest If he would have 
them so, and who ought to be occupying 
in honorable plaoe in the best Back Bay 
society, spent last night in a cell at sta- 
tion 2, held there on several charges of 
passing worthless checks. 


When arrested he gave the name of Leon 


6. Kuowlton. After the picture was seen 
it was learned that his real name waa 
Lewis G. Knowlton, and that only last 
July he was arrested on the charge of sev- 
eral wholesale forgeries. 


A few days' ago the police of the busi- 


ness district learned that a young man 
had successfully passed several checks for 
small amounts ou various business firms 
in the city proper. In every case when the 
checks were presented at the bank on 
which they were drawn they were pro- 
nounced to be forgeries. 


Policemen were detailed to work on the 


matter, but no results were gained until 
yesterday afternoon, when Patrolmen Hil- 
dreth and Burns of station 2 brought the 
aforementioned young roan into the stii- 
tiou. At that time he waa partly under 
the influence of liquor. He waa searched, 
and four checks for small sums were 
fonnd in his possession. 
Besides these 


checks he had 30 or 40 blank checks on the 
Manufacturers' National bank and the 
Old Colony Trust company. 


Made a Miituke. 


It appears that yesterday about noon he 


went into the store of C. E. Logue, 18, 
Brattle square, and purchased a 
bell 


punch costing t3.!25. In payment for this 
he offered a check for $8.62 drawn on the 
Manufacturers' National bank. The check 
was accepted, and the young man, 
after 


being given a receipted bill, which he po- 
litely asked for, was given the change be- 
tween the amounts.—$6.37. He left the 
store and shortly afterward the check was 
sent to tbe bank, and word was returned 
that it was worthless. 


Realizing that they had been victimized, 


Mr. Logue reported the facts to Captain 
Pierce. Soon afterward the young man 
once more entered the store and tried to 
pass another o heck. This time he was 
held by the clerks until the police that 
had been sent for arrived. 


After he had been locked up it was 


learned that three days ago he tried to 
pass a check on Mr. Peare of the firm of 
Pettingill & Peare of 40 Brattle street, 
and it was also learned that 
ho had 


swindled the Wheeler Reflector company 
of 18-24 "Washington street out of $8 by the 
same trick.

His Record. 


A year ago last October young Knowl- 


ton went into business as a dealer in 
leather, taps aud shoe stiffenings, at 49 
State street, Lynn. He came there from 
Haverhill, and for a time had a Mr. Porter 
for a partner. He did a good business up 
to May 1 of the current year, when 
com- 


petition was so keen as to drive him out of 
business. 


This fact, it is said, drove Knowlton to 


make use of worthless checks, and when 
arrested on the 14th of lust July he ac- 
knowledged that he had passed between 
iiO and 30 checks, on which he had realized 
about $000. At that time he victimised 
many well-known firms in this city, and 
he was also wanted in Lynn for various 
offenses that he had committed. 


Last July he begun some bogus check 


operations in this city aud did quite an ex- 
tensive business before he was captured at 
the South End. At that time his sole 
business in life was to paint the town rod, 
and he was engaged iu that delightful job 
when he was caught. 


Before the case waa called in court his 


father came forward and, to save the young 
man the disgrace of going to prison, settled 
up the numerous claims which he had 
contracted and then the matter was nol 
pressed.

Lewis Knowlton Succeed- 


ed in Passing Them. 


ENCOURAGED BY SUCCESS 
HE 


TKIKD AGAIN 


And Was Arrested in His Second 


Attempt. 


BOSTON, Nov. i.—Lewis G-. Knowlton, a 


youag muu whose prospects in life might 
be of the brightest if he would have 
them EO, and who ought to ba occupying 
in honorable pluOD in the best Back Bay 
society, spent last night in a cell at sta- 
tion '2, held there on several charges of 
passing worthless cheeks. 


When arrested he gave the name of Leon

matter, but no results were gained until 
yesterday afternoon, when Patrolmen Hil- 
dreth and Burns of station 2 brought the 
aforementioned young man into the sta- 
tion. At that time he was partly under 
the influence of liquor. He was searched, 
and four checks for small sums were 
found in hia possession. 
Besides these 


checks he had 30 or 40 blank checks on the 
Manufacturers' National bank and the 
Old Colony Trust company.' 


Made a Mlatulte. 


It appears that yesterday about noon he 


went into the store of C. E. Logue, 18 
Brattle square, and purchased a bell 
punch costing $2.125. In payment for this 
he offered a check for $8.62 drawn on the 
Manufacturers' National hank.

He did a good business up 
toMayloE the current year, when com- 
petition was so keen as to drive him out of 
business. 


This fact, ic is said, drove Knowlton co 


make use of worthless checks, and when 
arrested on the 14th of last July ha ac- 
knowledged that he had passed between 
120 and 30 checks, on which ho had realized 
about {000. At that time he victimized 
many well-known firms in this city, and 
he was also wanted ia Lynn for various 
offeases that he had committed. 
Last July h3 began some bogus check 


operations in this city and did quite an ex- 
tensive business before he was captured at 
the South End. At that time his sole 
business in Ufa was to paint tha town red, 
and he was engaged in that delightful job 
when he was caught.

They havo lived through periods of' 


"hard times," when an liour'a work was 
not to bo had in tho whole city: when 
tho babies 'cried, not for phiyihmy--. lor 
denied pleasures or tor mother's pre-,- 
fiico, but for a ainglo crust of bread and 
u drop, of watery milk; when tho land- 
lord htood iti tho door frowning about 
tho rent and jjrowlmgly asking them 
"why they had not saved somethinj,' 
whilo wages wero coming in;" when the 
district mission victor had, witli right- 
eous severity, inquired "why they had 
not saved something for suvh a day 
whilo they hud work,'' as she/need their 
impressive poverty; when tho grocery- 
man, forced into a rough sympathy 
at sight of their misery, had p^ivcn them 
a loaf of broad and u pint of beans with 
tho oruaty warning "not to get in such a 
pinch again, but to save their money 
•when they had any." 
Wo, profiting by 


this experience, with the ummlu-oiit sum 
of $7.50 a, week coming in, they were 
determined to bo "thrifty and saving" 
at all hazards. And out of tho very 
lives of their children tho substance is 
stolen to make up the sum laid by tor a 
rainy day. 


All tho brightness andsunshino which 


their young souls require for develop- 
ment id taken away; all tho parental 
euro and tenderness which is needed to 
soften their characters, nil tho buauty, 
gayety, mmisomont which gx> to euru h 
such natures are robbed from thorn, and, 
liko clinging vines shut away from tho 
air and sun, they pmo in their poor, mean 
homes on just sufficient sustenance t'> 
keep them alive. 
It is 110 object li>3son 


to them that babies do exist who are 
overburdened with luxuries. It is no 
consolation to thorn to know that not 
far away is a baby who has b^en pre- 
sented with 20 baby carriages, twice as 
many baby chairs, cribs and rockers, 
uncounted numbers of b.iby baskets 
and ti wardrobe that mi^ht founder a 
ship. It is not necessary for thio baby's 
father to bo saving for fear of coming' to 
•want—fortunate baby! Strange that 
the principle of economy as a preventive 
against poverty dot's not apply to all! 


An epidemic of economy has recently 


struck the street on which these chil- 
dren live—the political economists in 
various guises havo dono their work 
well.

tions for making life tt joy and a bless- 
ing than ever existed in the world be- 
fore. 
They hear boasts of the wonder- 


ful achievements of modern civilization, 
and they feel withiu themselves n keen 
craving for thvsa things which have 
grown o?it of the grand advancement of 
tho human race—» craving which tho 
poor of earlier ages did not know, and 
which to them is a torture instead of the 
pleasant stimulus to rich ilevelopment it 
shovild bo. 


And jet never did the advantages of a 


particular age seem HO Impowsible lo the 
people living in that ago as do tho gootl 
tilings of today eeom to the workers who 
produce thorn!

»f>,) homes all about them that are lull of 
devices for comfort, convenience and 
li'-altli. Tlicy see cliildron in delightful 
playrooms, who havo teachers in every 
art :ui<l iwcomplishmctit. They see them 
\\oll fed, well clothed, amused, cnter- 
tainod, in-,( I'ncted. They ;)l&o are htirred 
\vith an ambition to provide the.se beno- 
lits for their children. If they struggle 
to do bo, they will simply bo "cxirava- 
g;ml," cuid nothing will ba saved up for 
a rainy day.

makes life enjoyable! Of coni'oOtho ox- 
tromily of deprivation is not readied by 
tin) hotter paid workman, and !ho 90 
cent man might consider tho other's fnro 
luxurious — both uro deprived alike, with 
only a difference m degree.

that very foggy virtue— economy — is a 
deluded being who needs to get his eyes 
open. Tho fact of the matter is that no 
man who earns his own income by actual 
manual labor can live as a decent, civ- 
ilized family ought to live. In view of 
uil tho splendid advantages of our end 
of tho century cmlization every man, 
woman mid child should livo in bright, 
roo;uy, clean houses, iitted with light, 
heat, hot and cold water, bathrooms, 
ilowers, pictures, music, library, games 
ot all kinds; they should be able to dress 
well, eat good, wholesome food, go 1 > 
theaters, bhowb, fairs and Icot ures, travel 
occasionally and keep in touch with the 
great world at all times.

She has not found 
that the conventional training of the 
dancing master, valuable as it undoubt- 


i edly is, is all sufficient in producing that 
' grace of carriage and elegance of man- 
ner so desirable in tho woman of the 


. world, 
! 
On the contrary, Blie Laa found that 


tho physical training of tho woman of 
the si ago has boon nioro often conducive 
to the desired end. Hence it is that 
schools of Delsarto havo sprung up all 
over the InniJ, and systems of physical 
training, including boxing and fencing, 
heretofore relegated to the sterner sex, 
havo found patronesses in plenty. From 
the earliest days bince the walk and car- 
riage have been a matter of study it ling 
bouu decided by all authorities on the 
Btibject that the proper position of tho 
feet was "heeki together and toes out," 
which is the present military position. 


The English rule ia that the angle at 


which tho toes should be turned out on 
dress parade or in inarching is 00 de- 
grees. This throws the feet into an ex- 
tremely unnatural position, which it is 
practically impossible to maintain in 
marching. 
This is about the degree 


which the dancing master prescribes to 
liis pupils, and the average well trained 
woman turn a out her fert at a consider- 
ably Icssannle, about 45 degrees. Strange 
as it may seem, very little attention has 
been given to the position of tho feet at 
the best physical training schools, though 
tho importance of the manner of walk- 
ing will be appreciated when it is known 
that in certain diseases a plaster cast of 
tlio potation of tho feet in walking is 
taken as a part of tho diagnosis. 


There is but one opinion among physi- 


ologists as to tho proper position of the 
feet, and ,that is thoroughly opposed to 
tho Opinions of tuo dancing master or 
tho drill borgeant.

How to Clean Goatskin Hugs. 


They may be cleaned either by wash- 


ing or with naphtha. Wet a small part 
o? the rug with naphtha and rub with a 
aoft cloth until that space is clean, con- 
tinuing this until the whole rug has 
been gona over. Hang in the air until 
nil odor has disappeared and take great 
care to see that no gas is lit in the room 
while the naphtha is being used, as it 
will ignite, being very inflammable. 


To wash the rug put into a tub about 


four gallons of tepid water and a half 
pint of household ammonia. Boak the 
rug in this for about a half hour, sop- 
ping it up and down in the water fre- 
quently. Rinse in several tepid waters 
and hang on a line in the shade to, dry.

It is difficult to imngino childhoocl'fl

Bnt, alaa, the futhsra of the babiea must 
mind what the political economists say 
and "always live within their incomes" 
and "save while work is to be had for a 
day when nothing maybe coming iu I" 
Babies have no rights which a learned 
economic professor is bound to respect. 
Their standard of life must conform to 
tho slim margin these profound scholars 
slice off from capital's generous share; 
their needs and desires have email place 
in the "dismal science." 


Look at this child on tlio street—"a 


baby carrying a baby brother." Fol- 
low it to its homo tip three dark, dirty 
flights of' stairs to a single voom lighted 
by one dingy window opening into a 
small court, tho plaster broken and full- 
ing from the walls, chairs, boxes, wash- 
tnbs, table and siove filling up the space, 
and the dim shadows resting gloomily 
over it all. Is it not a desolate place? 
But it is the children's home, and they 
sit down on n ragged blanket to rest. 
They would be pretty, these two, bat 
that they are thin from "under consump- 
tion," dirty because landlords cannot 
afford to bring -water pipes up to the 
third etory, dull eyed because thoy have 
never looked upon bright and beautiful 
things. No one talks to them, no one 
bestows a kiss or caress; no affection 
lingers in the air to wrap the little onus 
iu sweet forgetf alness of suffering.

ther and mother aro too busy to love,, 
for just now they are "in work"—he at 
common labor paying 90 cents a day, 
she sorting; rags at So cents a day. 


They havo lived through periods of 


"hard times," when an hour's work was 
not to be bad in tbt> whole city; when 
tho babies'cried, not for playthings, for 
denied pleasures or for mother's pre=- 
once, but for a sinjjlo crust of bread and 
:v drop of watery milk; when the land- 
lord stood in the door fro\vtiing about 
tho rent and growliiigly asking them 
"why they had not saved something 
while wages were coming in;" when the 
district mission visitor had, with right- 
eous severity, inquired "why they had 
not saved soinetliing for such a day 
while they liad work," as she taced their 
impressive poverty; when tlie grocery- 
man, forced into a rough sympathy 
at sight of their misery, had given them 
a loaf of bread and a pint of beans with 
the crusty warning "not to get in such a 
pinch again, but to save their money 
when they had any." So, profiting by 
this es^ierieuce, with the muniiicent sum 
of $7.50 a week coining iu, they were 
determined to be "thrifty and saving" 
at all hazards. And oiit of the very 
lives of their children the substance is 
stolen to make cp the sum laid by for a 
rainy day. 


All the brightness and sunshine which 


their young souls require for develop- 
ment ia taken away; all the parental 
care and tenderness which is needed to 
soften their characters, all the beauty, 
gayety, amusement which go to enrich 
such natures are robbed from them, and, 
like clinging vines shut away from the 
air and sun, they pine in their poor, mean 
homes on just sufficient sustenance to 
keep them alive.

A Fierce Encounter. 


BELGRADE, Nov. 4.—A baud of Macedo- 


nian Arnauts attacked the town of Pris- 
rand, in Albania, on Wednesday last, «nd 
drove the Turkish garrison iute the cita- 
del. When the Turks had been safely 
boxed up in the fortress the Macedonians 
looted stores and mansions 
and also 


sacked the theological seminary. 
i 


The town during its occupation by tbe 


Macedonians was thrown into a state of 
the greatest panic and excitement. Peo- 
ple barricaded themselves iu their houses 
and hid their valuables in every possible 
place. 
Some reports have it that the 


Macedonians committed the greatest ex- 
cesses, and others say that they only be- 
haved roughly toward those who resisted 
their pillaging and toward the Turkish 
soldiers whom they imprisoned in tho 
citadel. 
It is added that the sultan has received 


an ultimatum, addressed to him by the 
Macedonian rebels, in which the latter de- 
mand that the citadel be evacuated by the 
Turkish troops no later than Wednesday 
next, and that complete autonomy be 
granted to the Paahalikof Prisrand; other- 
wise, the rebels say, they will forcibly ex- 
pel the Turks from the citadel. 
A de- 


tachment of Turkish troops has been dis- 
patched to the assistance of tht imprisoned 
Turks, and a savage engagement between 
the Macedonians and the sultan's forces ia 
anticipated. 


Arab* Overcome. 


MELILLA, Nov. 4.—General Marcias pre- 


pared a detachment of troops yesterday 
for a sortie with the object of relieving the 
outlying forts. His force, whifch was com- 
posed ol picked soldiers, sallied forth from 
the fortress amid the cheers oi toe entire 
populace. 
The body marched rapidly 


toward the river Curo. 
Th* Arabs, as 


soon aa tbe approach of the Spanish troops 
was discovered, began to gather at the 
front in large numbers, and soon made an 
attack upon the Spaniards. 


A fierce engagement followed, which 


ended in the defeat of th» Arabs, who re- 
tired to the Guruba mountains, 
after 


many of tbeir force bad been killed and 
wounded. The European force then moved 
on the forts Postrogordo, which they fur- 
nished with a freab supply of provisions.

LONDON, Nov. 4.—The Morning Leader 


has the following special from Lisbon: 


A private telegram from Buenos Ayres 


say:, that tbe insurgent warship Repub- 
lica ran into and sunk the transport Rio 
de Janeiro which was on her way from 
Rio Grande do Sul to Rio de Janeiro with 
tvoaps for President Peixoto. Three hun- 
dred troops were drowned. 


A dispatch to The Times from Rio de 


Janeiro contains the information that 
the Republica bad ram mod the Rio 
Janeiro, and that 500 out of 1100 troops on 
board were drowned. Tbe dispatch also 
said that Admiral Mello confirmed the 
truth of tbis report.

powder. Place the Hour in u pan, siffc the 
Kilt and baking powder over it, add the 
lard arid with n chopping knife mix tho 
lard thoroughly with the flour. It is well 
to pr>*ride more than the exact amount of 
ieo water, but be careful to use as little ns 
will readily yet the crust, into shape. Mix 
with the tips of the linger.", uddiiig but 
litllo water at. a time and handling as 
little as prr-Mble. Knde.'ivor, as you be- 
come experienced, to roll your crusts to the 
exact dimensions, us nearly as can be man- 
ayed, that, there may bo little to trim off 
uod mold over.

euui'ul of granulated sugar will ho needed.

layers, with the nii-'rod seasoning over each 
and a grating of nutmeg over the top lay- 
er. \Vet the edge-, of the under crust with 
milk before putting the top crust on and 
pinch or told closely. 
Milk makes the 


edges adhere more securely than if they are 
merely wet, with water. Cut a small sht 
in the top crust or provide whatever sort of 
vent and ornamentation you fancy. The 
btigar being mixed with flour will thicken 
iiy it melts, and the juices of the pie be in 
little danger of baking out. 


A quick oven is needed for pies, and an 


apple pie should only bu pronounced done 
when there is danger of baking the crust 
too long, for thorough cooking renders the 
apple rich and toothsome. Red Astrakhan 
apples, fall pippins, Khode Island (jreen- 
ing.s and Northern Spies makeeach in their 
beuson delicious pies, but a Good House- 
keeping correspondent, the author ot these 
directions, declares that there are apples 
from which no amount of skill can evoke 
lit interior substance for a perfect pie.

SOMETHING OP INTSEEST ABOUT 


THE WOMEN OP GREECE- 


A Supposed Kelic of the JPequot Indians— 


Household Mottoes—Echoes From the 
I'rcss. 


An American visiting Greece for the first 


time is struck, sooner or later, by a certain 
dullness in the street life of its towns, 
which it may take? him some little time to 
define and tiauo to its real cause. At 
length and suddenly tho fact conies home 
to him that there nre few, if any, women 
visible aivioiiH the foot passengers. 
No 


wonder, he reflects, that the .streets should 
appear dull to him, thorn ns they are of all 
the variety that woman's presence and 
dress ever lends to the thoroughfares of 
countries farther west. 


In Greece it is only toward evening, and 


then for but a brief period, that the fair 
tex take an outing, unless the pressure of 
Borne urcent business should compel them 
to flit rapidly through the throng of men 
who at other times monopolize the streets. 
Nor \vill a lorc'iRner meet with them serv- 
ing in the shops, the restaurants or tho 
cates; they wiLl still be conspicuous by 
their absence. In £<icl, unless ho visits 
them iu the privacy of their homes he will 
scarcely do more than catch an occasional 
glimpse of them at the upper windows of 
some private dwelling hou.se or shop, where 
when the weather is seasonable they will 
sit reading and sewing and craning their 
necks out to watch the passer&by below. 


But to quit the towns, whore it will be 


seen that womea play but n. small part in 
public life, and to turn to the rural dis- 
tricts of Greece. Here woman takes a more 
active part in overjday life; she it is who 
diaws the water, brines in the wood thut 
the men have felled in the forest, or who 
pluckily earns her wages as a day laborer 
in the maizo or cornfield. In tho burni ig 
summer, in the icy winter, she is ever to 
the i'ore, working, working, with her vsil 
bunging loosely over hoi head, ready to be 
folded across her mouth .should a strange 
man approach. It is matter for thought 
how widespread even now among the coun- 
try districts is this old custom of veiling 
the lower part of the lace at the approach 
of an unknown member of the opposite 
&ex. It is one sign among many that it is 
not so very long ago since the Turks were 
masters* of this "purple land, where law 
secures not hfo." 


A Supposed Kollc of the Pequot Indians. 


Traditions of the Pequot Indians, whoso 


early homo along Long Island sound centu- 
ries ugo is frequently recalled by the dis- 
covery of new relics, are revived by the 
"old Indian god" unearthed at Madisou 
last week. The oldest inhabitant barely 
remembers seeing it and bearing it men-

tioned as a familiar sight about Tail's 
pond, but for nearly 75 years it has existed 
only in memory. 
In Smith's "History of Guilford" and oth- 


er reminiscent sketches of the locality refer- 
ences to it are frequent. Its whereabouts 
were thought to be permanently unknown 
till, as stated by a Connecticut correspond- 
ent of tho New Yoik Times, it was dug up 
by a gang of workmen a short time ago

is a colossal browustone rock about 3)^ feet 
hifth, with a broad bat,e .iiid tapering head. 
On the front are the distinct features of a 
man, with a rudely carved necklace hol- 
lowed in the stone. 


Indications point to an Indian origin from 


This is not, 
however, certain, and will not be settled 
till.some ot the Yale professors pa^s judg- 
ment on the rude attempt at sculptuie 
Theories have been advanced that it ante 
dates tho time of the Indians' abode in 
America, but this is uncertain.

A Supposed Relic of tbe rcquot Indians— 


Household Mottoes—ISchoes From tlao 
Press. 


An American visiting Greecs for the first 


time is struck, sooner or later, by a certain 
dullness in the street life of its towus, 
which it may take him some little time to 
tlefine and trace to its real cause. At 
length and suddenly tho fact comes home 
to him that there are few, if any, women 
visible among the foot passengers. 
No 


wonder, he reflects, that the streets should 
appear dull to him, shorn as they are of all 
the variety that woman's presence and 
dress ever lends to the thoroughfares of 
countries farther west. 


In Greece it is only ..toward evening, and 


then for but a brie! period, that the fair 
eex take an outing, unless the pressure of 
Rome urgent business should compel them 
to flit rapidly through the throng of men 
who at other times monopolize the streets. 
Nor will a f oreifcner meet with them serv- 
ing in the shops, tho restaurants or the 
cafes; they will still be conspicuous by 
their absence. In fact, unless he visits 
them in the privacy of their homes he will 
scarcely do more than catch an occasional 
glimpse of them at the upper windows of 
some private dwelling house or shop, where 
when the weather is seasonable they will 
Bit reading and sewing and craning their 
necks out to watch the passersby below. 


But to quit the towns, where- it will he 


seen that women play but a small part in 
public life, and to turn to the rural dis- 
tricts of Greece, Here woman takes a more 
active part in everyday life; she it is who 
draws the water, brings in the wood that 
the men have felled in the forest, or who 
pluckily earns her wages as a day laborer 
in the maize or cornfield. In the burni ig 
summer, in the icy winter, she is ever to 
the fore, working, working, with her vsil 
hanging loosely over her head, ready to be 
folded across her mouth should a strange 
man approach. It is matter for thought 
how "widespread even how among the coun- 
try districts is this old custom of veiling 
the lower part of the face at the approach 
of an unknown member of the opposite 
sex. It is one sign among many that it is 
not so very long ago since the Turks were 
masters of this "purple land, where law 
secures not life."

tributed to theodor of rose s when in bloom 
nud variously known a.s rose cold, robe 
cHtarrh, fctc., have been observed in many 
countries. 
The sense of smell, like tho 


other faculties, is liable to undergo modi- 
fication or intensification, so to speak, at 
times. Everyone is aware how painfully 
lien to the senses, especially those of hearing 
and seeing, become during exhausting ill- 
ness ami in certain nervous conditions. And 
the faculty of smelling is singularly subject 
to variation, both in disease and health. 


Numerous well authenticated cases have

Some, persons cannot 


bear tho scent of particular flowers, such 
as, for instance roses, and geraniums, and 
an anecdote is told of a distinguished gen- 
eral who, although ho had Konc through 
many campaigns with yreat bravery, al- 
ways turned palo and fainted at the smell 
oi' roses suddenly held before him.

! In limes of heavy trnilic, however, thest

alted" and "Attenuated" Microbe*. 


Thirteen years ago very few people ad- 


mitt'ed the part played by bacteria in tha 
world, and those who did admit their ex- 
istence were very much at sea what to do 
about them. Dr. Houx, assistant to M. 
Pasteur at the Institute in Paris, confesses 
the aggravating fact that the microbe of 
hydrophooia has not yet been found, never- 
theless he Bays, "The inoculatio^jjrocesa

tion which is not it.self serious, but which 
is sufficient to render tlie body proof 
against attacks of the original microbe.

• :\ ving these microbes of varying strengths, 
.e invented a method of graduated vaccina- 
aiiii—that is, by beginning with a virus of 
low decree and increasing each day the 
strength of the virus, an operator arrives at 
a point where he pan vaccinate a body with 
a virus stronger, than there ia pny dangpr 
of its ever bring exposed to in nature. 
He 


thu^ secures lasting immunity. 


Thus, in vaccinating ajrninet rubies, the 


patient is treated first with a weak virnn; 
this ia followed by one more powerful, and 
BO on, until at the ehd a highly "exalted" 
one is injected, safely. It is this treatment 
which is practiced daily at the Pasteur in- 
stitute, in the inoculation room where a re- 
cent vif-itor, the author of tin? foregoing ex- 
planation of thu theory ol the treatment, 
wit ne.ssed the following; scene: 


Gathered in a kind of pen formed by a 


little fence were three members of tho in- 
btitution—a secretary, whose business it is 
to keep track of the number of persons to 
be treated, with each particular virus; an 
assistant, who has prepared tho virus for 
the day's use; 72 small wineglasses of 
cloudy liquid protected by email paper fun- 
nels, and by a table tho inoculator. Tho 
roll was called, and a half dozen niftii eu- 
.ered tlie room. They wore to be inoculated 
with a virus of the lowest strength, most 
of them for the first time. They showed u 
bewildered and comic embarrassment aa 
the attendant directed them to bare tho 
hypogabtriuia. The embarrassment changed 
to a momentary look of distress as they felt 
their arms pinned behind their backa and 
the sharp needle inject abyringeful of virus 
into the deliuutcflbbh. The ilrst class of men 
and boys passed out, and tho women and 
little children entered. They were succeed- 
ed by a second class, and so on until all had 
been treated. 


According to the published reports of the 


institute, 3,071 persons were vaccinated in 
1880 against hydrophobia; 25 of them died 
—.94 of 1 per cent. In 1887 1,770 persons 
were treated; IBdied—.73 of 1 per cent. In 
IS88 1.C23 wei-o treated; 6 died—,55 of 1 per 
cent. In 18801,830 were treated; 7 died—.U8 
of 1 per cent. In 1800 1,540 were treated; 5 
died—.32 of 1 percent. In 1891 1,550 wore 
treated; Sdied—.19 of 1 per cent. Each year 
the percentage of deaths has been lower. 
Iu the six years there is »n average of just 
about one-half of 1 per cent of loss.

When che cks came in for 
Schmidt, Lingard, who received them, 
would forge Schmidt's name to them and 
deposit them to his own account. 
He did this with 207 checks iu the year 


he was -with Schmidt, the police say, and 
during that time reaped the principal ad- 
vantage of the business. Lingard IB also 
charged with other forgeries iu this vicin- 
ity, by which he reaped some thousands 
of dollars. It is said he is wanted in Bos- 
ton for misdeeds there.

They would bo pretty, these two, but 
that they are thin from''under consump- 
tion," dirty because landlords cannot 
afford to bring water pipes up to the 
third story, dull eyed btviiuso they havo 
never looked upon bright, and beautiful 
things. Is'o one talka to them, no one 
bestows a kisd or caress; no affection 
lingers in the air to wrap the little ones 
in sweot; forgetfulnestt of suffering. 
j'\t- 


ther and mother aro too busy to love, 
for just now they are "in work"—he at 
common labor paying i!0 cents a day, 
uho sorting rags at 85 cents a duy. 


They have lived through periods of 


"hard times," when an hour'a work was 
not to be had in the whole city; when 
tho babies cried, not for playthings, for 
denied pleasures or lor mother's pres- 
ence, but for a single crust of bread and 
a, drop of watery milk; when tho hind- 
lord stood in the door i'rowmnt; about 
the rent and growhngly asking them 
"why they had not saved something 
while wages were coming in;" when the 
district mission visitor had, with right- 
eous severity, inquired "why they had 
not saved something for such a "day 
while they had work," as she tacud their 
impressive poverty; when the jfroei'ry- 
rnun, forced into a rough sympathy 
ftt sight of their misery, had pivon them 
a loaf of bread and a pint of beans with 
tho crusty warning "not to got in s>ut'h <\ 
pinch again, but to save their money 
•whon they had any." Bo, profiting by 
this experience, with tho munificent Mini 
of $7.50 u week coming in, tney were 
determined to bo "thrifty and saving" 
at all hazards. And out of tho wvv 
lives of their children tho substance is 
stolen to make up the sum laid by i'or a 
rainy day. 


All the brightness and sunshine which 


their young souls require for develop- 
ment ia taken away; all tho parental 
euro and tenderness which ia needed to 
soften their characters, all tho beauty, 
gayoty, amusement which go to enrich 
such natures are robbed from them, and, 
like clinging vines shut away from the 
air and sun, they pine in their poor, mean 
homes on just sufficient sust.-naueo ^o 
keep them alive. 
It is no object lenson 


to them that babies do exist who are 
overburdened with luxuries. It is no 
consolation to them to know that not 
far away is a baby who has been pre- 
sented with 20 baby carriages, twice as 
many baby chairs, cribs and rockers, 
uncounted numbers of baby baskets 
and u wardrobe that mi^ht founder a 
ship. It is not necessary i'or thU baby's 
father to be saving for fear of coming to 
want—fortunate baby! Strange 
that 


tho principle of economy as a preventive 
against poverty does not apply to all! 


An epidemic of economy has recently 


struck the street on which these chil- 
dren livo—tho political economists in 
various guises havo done their work 
well. Several of the fathers of families 
have been given work by one of iho 
Kemicharitablc 
societies 
who 
philan- 


thropicully put men to doin:; tho 1 ardest 
kind of work at tha smallest kind of 
pay, doled out in soup tickets or dubious 
duo bills. There are also two or thrt\) 
skilled workmen who havo after an 
Alarming? period of idleness accidentally 
found jobs at tolerably good wages, but 
all of these men have been warned so fre- 
quently aud so forcibly against using 
their money to live decently on that they 
have come down to rye bread, cheap cof- 
fee arid tin infrtqueoit piece of b;ui>n, no 
Kianseinrnts, no books, no sweets, no 
morf clothing than is necessary to .-atis- 
fy C'omstock. 


They see on the streets, in the bhop 


windows, through tho open doors of pa- i 
latial residences, more wealth, more ' 
Conveniences, moro devices and inven- 
tions for making life it joy and a bit->s- 
ing than over exit-tod in the world bo- 
fore. 
They hear boasts of the wonder- 


ful uc'iULvements of mndirn civilisation, 
and they feel withiu themselves a keen 
craving for those things whioh have 
grown out of the grand advancement of 
tho human race—a craving winch tho 
poor of earlier ages did not know, ;-.ud 
which to them is a torture instead of the 
pleasant stimulus to rich development it 
uhould be. 


And jet never did the advantages of a 


particular age .s'oom so impos'-iblo to tho 
jn'oplc l i v i n g in that ago a.s do tho good 
things of today seom to tho workers who 
produce i hi'jn!

I fiiecle young woman, however, has a 
| mind of her own. She has not found 
' that the conventional training of the 
dancing master, valuable as it undoubt- 
edly is, is all sufficient in producing that 
grace of carriage and elegance of man- 
ner so desirable in the woman of the 
world. 


On the contrary, sho has found that 


the physical training of the woman of 
this stage has been more often conducive 
to the desired end. Hence it is tb.at 
schools of Delsfirto havo sprung tip all 
over the land, and systems of physical 
training, im-lucling boxing and fencing, 
heretofore relugalcd to the sterner sex, 
havo found patronesses in plenty. From 
the earliest days since the walk and car- 
riage have been a matter of study it has 
been decided by all authorities on the 
subject that the proper position of the 
t'e<it was "heelrf together and toes out," 
which is the present military position. 


The English rule is that the angle at 


which tho toes should be turned out on 
dress parndo or in marching is 60 de- 
grees. This throws tho feet into an ex- 
tremely unnatural position, which it is 
practically impossible to maintain in 
marching. 
This is about the degree 


which the dancing master prescribes to 
his pupils, and tho average well trained 
woman turns out her feet at a consider- 
ably less angle, about 45 degrees. Strange 
as it may seem, very little attention has 
been given to the position of the feet at 
the be.st physical training schools, though 
the importance of the manner of walk- 
ing will bu appreciated when ib is known 
that in curtain diseases a plaster cast of 
tho position of tho feet in walking is 
taken as u part of the diagnosis. 


There is but one opinion among physi- 


ologists as to the pi'oper position of the 
feet, and that is thoroughly opposed to 
tho opinions of tho dancing master or 
tho drill sergeant.

How to DIuke n Fowl Tender. 


When it is drawn and stuffed, it is 


wrapped in two thicknesses of brown 
paper, tightly bound with twine, so that 
nono of tho vapor or steam may escape 
According to its size and age, tho fowl 
is allowed to cook in a very hot oven, 
within its envelope of paper, from an 
hour to an liour and a half. When the 
fowl is taken out, remove the paper, 
which is to be burned with alh the grease 
it may contain. The bird is now dredged 
with flour, replaced in tho oven and 
basted every few moments with tiie 
juice which may flow into tho pun. As 
soon as it has assumed a deep brown 
color it is served with a rich gravy. 
Full grown pigeons cooked in this man- 
tier are said to be equal to eyuabs. 


How to itlulio i.emi>imile. 


For a quart take tho juice of three 


lemons, using the rind of one of them. 
Be careful to peel the rind very thin, 
getting just the yellow outside; cut into 
pieces and put with the juice and pow- 
ilered sugar, of which use two ounces to 
the quart, in ti jug or jar with a cover. 
When the water is just at tho tea point, 
pour it over the lemon and sugar, cover 
at once and l«t it get cold. Try this way 
once, and you will never make it any 
other wav.

How to Clean Goatskin lings. 


They may be cleaned either by wash- 


ing or with naphtha. Wet a small part 
of the rug with naphtlui and rub with a 
soft cloth until that space is clean, con- 
tinuing this until Hie whole ri\g has 
been gone over. Hang in the air until 
nil odor has disappeared and take great 
caro to see that no gas is lit in tho room 
while the naphtha is being used, as it 
will ignite, being very inflammable.

Little Children Starved and Stimted 


Saving For a Rainy Day in a Constant Deluee of 


Misery—Things That Make Life Worth Living 
Are Not For Those Who Create Them. 


A baby's home! Who that thinks of [ 


fee tender, helpless little heint; dots not j 
conjure up a sweet and restful place as 
it3 rightful home? What warmth mid 
comfort and daintiness enter into the 
picture of its environments! What a 
epell, woven of afl'cction aud bright 
hopes, ia cast about its dwelling! In all 
nfter life, wo like to thizik?thD child will 
look hack to its earliest home and say 
of it: 
How dear to iny licart aro the scenes of my

It is difficult to imagine childhood's 


home as anything hut "dear," in harmo- 
ny with smiling eyes, delicate flesh tints 
and soft curves of face and form. 
Wo 


naturally think of home aa a sweet home. 
But, alas, the fathers of tho habies must 
mind what the political economists say 
and "always livo within their incomes" 
and "save while work is to be had for a 
day when nothing may bo coming in I' 
1 


Babies have no rights which a learned 
economic professor is bound to respect. 
Their standard of lifo must conform to 
the slim margin these profound scholars 
slice off from capital's generous share; 
their needs and desires have small place 
in the "dismal science." 


Look at this child on tha street — "a 


baby carrying a baby brother." 
Fol- 


low it to its homo up three dark, dirty 
flights of staira to a, single room lighted 
by ono dingy window opening into a 
Email court, the plaster broken and fall- j 
ing from tho walla, chairs, boxes, wash- 
tubs, table and stove filling up tho space, j 
and the dim shadows resting gloomily 
over it all. Is it not a desolate pluce? 
But it is the children's home, and they 
Eit down on a ragged blanket to rest. 
.They would be pretty, these two, but 
that they are thin from "uutler consump- 
tion," dirty because landlords cannot 
afford to bring water pipes up to tho 
third story, dull eyed because they have 
never looked upon bright anil beautiful 
things. No one talks to them, no one 
bestows a kiss or carees; no affection 
lingers in the air to wrap the little ones 
in sweet forgetf illness of suffering. Fa- 
ther anil mother aro too busy to love, 
for just now they are "in work" — be at 
common labor paying SO cents a day, 
bho sorting rags at 35 cents a day. 


They have lived thrown periods of 


"hard times, " when an hour's work was 
not to be had in the whole citj-; when 
tho babies cried, not for playthings, for 
denied pleasures or for mother's pres- 
ence, but for a single crust of bread uud 
a drop of watery milk; when tho laud- 
lord stood iu the door frowning about 
the rent and growlingly asking them 
"why they had not saved something 
while wages were coming in;" when the 
district mission visitor had, with right- 
eous severity, inquired "why the}- had 
not saved something for such a "day 
while they had work," as she taced their 
impressive poverty; when the grocery- 
man, forced- into a rough sympathy 
at sight of their misery, had given them 
a loaf of bread and a pint of benus with 
the crusty warning "not to get in such a 
pinch again, but to save their money 
when they had any." So, profiting by 
this experience, with the munificent sum 
of $7.50 a week coming in, they were 
determined to lie "thrifty and saving" 
at all hazards. And out of the very 
lives of their children the substance is 
stolen to make up the sum laid by for a 
rainy day. 


All ths brightness andsunshine which 


their young souls require for develop- 
ment is taken away; all the parental 
care and tenderness which is needed to 
soften their characters, all tho beauty, 
gayety, amusement which go to enrich 
sucb natures are robbed from them, and, 
like clinging vines shut away from the 
air and sun, they pino in their poor, mean 
homes on just sufficient sustenance to 
keep them alive. It is no object lesson 
to them that babies do exist who are 
overburdened with luxuries. It is no 
consolation to them to know that not 
far away is a baby who has been pre- 
sented with 20 baby carriages, twice as 
many baby chairs, cribs and rockers, 
uncounted numbers of baby baskets 
and a wardrobe that might founder a 
ship. It is not necessary lor this baby's 
father to be saving for fear of coming to 
want — fortunate baby! Strange that 
the principle of economy as a preventive 
against poverty does not apply to all! 


An epidemic of economy has recently 


struck the street on which these chil- 
dren livo — the political economists in 
various guises -have doiio their work 
well. Several of tha fathers of families 
have been given work by cue of the 
semicharitable societies who philun- 
thropically put men to doing tho hardest 
kind of work at ths smallest kind of 
pay, doled out in soup tickets or dubious 
due bills. There are also two or three 
skilled 'workmen who have after an 
alarming period of idleness accidentally 
found jobs at tolerably good wages, but 
all of these men have been warned so fre- 
quently .and so forcibly against using 
their money to live decently ou that they 
have come down to r3'e bread, cheap cof- 
foe and an infrequent piece of bacon, no 
LLianseirients,, no books,. DO sweets, no 
more clothing than is nccessarj- to satis- 
fy Coiastock. 


Thpy sec on the streets, in the shop 


windows, through the open'doors of pa- 
latial resiileuces, more wealth, more 
conveniences, more devices aud inven- 
tions for making life a jo}' and a bless- 
ing than ever existed in the world be- 
fore. They hear boasts of the wonder- 
ful achievements of modern civilization, 
and they feel within themselves a keen 
craving for these things which have 
grown out of the grand advancement oE 
the human race — a craving which the 
poor of earlier ages did not know, tnd 
which to them is a torture instead of the 
pleasant stimulus to rich uevelopnientit 
Bhould be. 


And jet never did the advantages of a 


particular age (teem so Iiiipossihlo to tlie 
{iconic living in that age ns do tho good 
things of today 'eeoin to the workers who 
produce them! 


The workiii'ifmsn vrho earn §3 n, day 


Bee homes all about them that are full of 
devices for comfort, convenience and 
health. They sec children in delightful 
playrooms, who liavo teachers iu every 
art and accoraplishmctit, . They aee them 
well fed, well clothed, amused, enter- 
tained, instructed. They nlso are stirred 
with an ambition to provide these buna- 
fits for their children. 
H they struggle 


to do eo, thuy will simply be "extrava- 
gant," and nothing will bo saved up for 
a rainy day. So with heroic fortitude 
they bugin the process of "saving," de- 
priving themselves and family of what 
makes life enjoyable! Of course the ex- 
tremity of deprivation is not reached by 
the better paid workman, and the (10 
cent man might consider tlio other's £ara 
luxurious—both are deprived alike, with 
only a difference in degree. And tho 
effect? Look at the faces of the babies 
and mothers lir.st, sad, dull, pinched, 
listless. Then look at the dreary homea 
and wonder what their childish recollec- 
tions of them will be. 


The business man, ths manufacturer, 


tho showman, the hook dealer in the vi- 
cinity of tliis street, are growing ap- 
palled at the stagnation of trade. No- 
body buys furniture, carpets, pictures, 
books, candies; nobody attends places of 
amusements; nobody indulges in even 
tho mildest of dissipations—only the 
baker of rye bread and the vendor of 
cheap coffee are happy. 
Wqrkiugmen 


nre being discharged, as tho demand be- 
ing EO small there is nothing for them, to 
do. If this. epidemic should spread to 
other streets, 'what would bcr.omo of 
business? 
Manufactories would close, 


shops would shut up, and men would in 
increased number walk the streets in 
idle desperation. Then tho babies, like 
plants deprived of nutriment, would fade 
away and dio or grow into distorted sem- 
blances of what, humau beings ought 
to Toe.

The man who looks upon hia half nour- 


ished, wholly defrauded children and 
tries to feel virtuous in tho practice of 
tluit very foggy virtue—economy—is a 
deluded being who needs to get his eyes 
open. The fact of the matter is that no 
man who earns his own income by actual 
manual labor can live ns a decent, civ- 
ilized family ought to live. In view of 
till the -splendid advantages of our end 
of the century civilization every man, 
woman and child should live in bright, 
roomy, clean houses, fitted with light, 
heat, hot and cold water, bathrooms, 
flowers, pictures, music, library, games 
of all kinds; they should be able to dress 
well, eat good, wholesome food, go 1 ~> 
theaters, shows, fairs and lectures, travel 
occasionally and keep in touch with the 
great world at all times. 


This manner of living can not justly 


he called extravagant; anything less is j 
deprivation, not economy. 
Why should I 


we not enjoy alltheso things? The raw 
material is plentiful enough, in the earth, 
and there are only too many willing 
workers ready to work it into required 
shapes. Only a false industrial and dis- 
tributive system prevents the realisation 
of what now seems but an iridescent 
dream.

Peo- 
ple barricaded themselves ia their houses 
and hid their valuables ia every possible 
place. 
Some reports have it that the 


Macedoaiiius committed the greatest ex- 
nejises, and others say that they only be- 
haved roughly toward those who resisted 
their pillaging and toward the Turkish 
soldiers whom they imprisoned in the 
citadel. 


It is added that the sultan baa received 


an ultimatum, addressed to him by the 
Macedonian rebels, in which the latter de- 
mand that the citadel be evacuated by the 
Turkish troops no later than Wednesday 
next, and that complete autonomy be 
granted to the Fnahalikof Prisrand; other- 
wise, the rebelb say, they will forcibly ex- 
pel the Turks from the citadel.

tachment of Turkish troops has been dis- 
patcher! to the assistance of th« imprisoned 
Turks, and a. savage engagement between 
the Macedonians and the sultan's forces is 
anticipated.

each office. This is one of the ways in 
which he shows his devotion to the cause 
of the worldngman.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

SOMETHING OF INTEREST ABOUT 


THE WOMEN OF GREECE. 


A Supposed Kelic of the Pequot Indian*— 


Household Mottoes—.Echoes From the 
I'resa. 


An American visiting Greece for the first 


time is struck, sooner or later, by a certain 
dullness in the street life of its towns, 
which it may take him some little time to 
lleflne and trace to its real cause. At 
length and suddenly the fact comes home 
to him that there are few, If any, women 
visible amonp; the food passengers. 
No 


wonder, he reflects, that the streets should 
appear dull to him, shorn as they are of all 
the variety that woman's presence and 
dress ever lends to the thoroughfares of 
countries farther west. 


In Greece it is only toward evening, and 


then for but a brief period, that the fair 
Bex take an outing, unless the pressure of 
home urgent business should compel them 
to flit rapidly through the throng of men 
who at other times monopolize the streets. 
Nor will a foreigner meet with them serv- 
ing in the shops, the restaurants or the 
cafes; they will still be conspicuous by 
their absence. In fact, unless he visits 
them in the privacy of their homes he will 
scarcely do more than catch an occasional 
glimpse of them at the upper windows of 
sonic private dwelling house or shop, where 
when the weather is seasonable they will 
sit reading and sowing and craning their 
necks out to watch the passersby below. 


But to quit the towns, where it will be 


seen that women play but n small ptu't in 
public life, and to turn to the rural dis- 
trictsof Greece. Here woman takes n more 
active part In everyday life; she it is who 
draws the water, brings in the wood that 
the men have felled in the forest, or who 
pluckily earns her wages as a day laborer 
in the maize or cornfield. In the burni ig 
summer, in the icy winter, she is ever to 
the fore, working, •working, with her veil 
hanging loosely over her head, ready to be 
folded across her mouth should a strange 
mail approach. It is matter fur thought 
how widespread even now among the coun- 
try districts is this old custom of veiling 
the lower part of the face at the approach 
of an unknown member of the opposite 
sex. It is one sign among many thut it is 
not ho very long IIKO since th* Turks were 
masters of this "purple land, where law 
secuies not life."

pond, but for nearly 75 years it has existed 
only in memory. 


In Smith's "History of Guilford" and oth- 


er reminiscent sketches of the locality refer- 
ences to it are frequent. Its whereabouts 
were thought to be permanently unknown 
till, as stated by a Connecticut correspond- 
ent of the New York Times, it was dug up 
by a gang ot workmen a short time ago. It 
is a colossal brownstone rock about 3% teet 
hif<n, with a broad base and tapering head. 
On the front tire the distinct features of a 
man, with a rudely carved necklace hol- 
lowed in the stone.

This is not, 
howeier, certain, and will not be settled 
till .some of the Yale professors pass judg- 
ment on the rude; attempt at sculpture.

wonder, he reflects, that the streets should 
appear dull to him, shorn as they are of all 
the variety that woman's presence and 
dresa ever lends to the thoroughfares of 
countries farther west. 


In Greece it is only toward evening, and 


then for but a brief period, that the fair 
Bex take an outing, unless the pressure of 
Borne urgent business should compel them 
. to flit rapidly through the throng of men 
who at other times monopolize the streets. 
Nor will a foreigner meet with them serv- 
ing in the shops, the restaurants or the 
cafes; they will still be conspicuous by 
their absence. In fact, unless he visits 
them in the privacy of their homes he will 
scarcely do more than catch an occasional 
glimpse of them at the upper windows of 
some private dwelling house or shop, where 
when the weather is seasonable they will 
sit reading and sowing and craning their 
necks out to watch the passersby below.

trictsof Greece. Here-woman takesamore 
active part in everyday life; she it is who 
draws the water, brings in the wood that 
the men have felled in the forest, or who 
pluckily earns her wages as a day laborer 
in the maize or cornfield.

Some railroads, unable to incur the ex- 
pense of installing and maintaining a llr&t 
class block signal system, have provided 
signals at every rogular station, where the 
station agents, being in telegraphic com- 
munication with ono another, can, if neces- 
sary, carry out a \t-ry fair "absolute" block 
system. Each station, then, murks the end 
of ono section and the beginning of another. 
In times of heavy traffic, however, these 
blocks between stations are too long, and it 
is quite usual to allow trains to follow one 
another after an interval of time, deter- 
mined in each cnse to suit the circum- 
stances. The practice thereby becomes "per- 
missive," 30 opposed to "absolute" blockinjj.

Now, AT. Pasteur has discovered that it 


's possible to so treat a microbe that bis 
nwer of evil ie of any degree—that is, to 
i-xa.lt" as well as to "attenuate" him. 
1 aving these microbes of varying strengths, 
M- invented n method of graduated vaocina- 
.ion—that is, by beginning with a virus of 
low degree and iu-crcasiug each day the 
strength of the virus, an operator arrives at 
a point where he can vaccinate a body with 
a virus stronger than thero is any danger 
of Its ever be1n£ exposed to in nature. He 
thus secures lasting immunity. 


Thua, in vaccinating against rabies, the 


patient is treated first with a weak virus; 
this is followed by one moro powerful, and 
soon, until at the end a highly "exalted" 
one is injected safely. It is this treatment 
which is practiced dully at the Pasteur in- 
stitute, in the Inoculation room where a re- 
cent visitor, the author of the foregoing ex- 
planation of the theory of the treatment, 
witnessed the following scene: 


Gathered in a kind of pen formed by a 


little fence were three members of the in- 
stitution—a secretary, whose business it is 
to keep track of the number of persons to 
be treated, witb each particular virus; an 
assistant, who bos prepared the virus for 
the day's use; 155 small wineglasses of 
cloudy liquid protected by Hmoll paper fun- 
nels, find by a table the inoculator. The 
roll wftw called, and A half dozen men en- 
.ereil the room. They wore to be inoculated 
with a virus of tho lowest strength, most 
of the m for tb« first time. They showed a 
bewildered and comic embarrassment as 
tho attendant directed them to bare the 
liypoKitbtrium. Theembarrassnieutchanged 
to n momentary look of distress us they felb 
their arms pinned behind their backs and 
the sharp needle inject aayringefulof virus 
intothedelicutc flesh. The first class of men 
and boys passed out, and the women uud 
little children entered. They were succeed- 
ed by a second class, and bo ou until all had 
been treated. 


According to the published reports of the 


institute, ~,G71 persons were vaccinated in 
1886 agaisst hydrophobia; 25 of them died 
—.04 of 1 per cent. In 1887 1,770 persons 
were treated; lo died—.78 of 1 per cent. In 
Ib88 1,0:23 were treated; 9 died—.53 of 1 per 
cent. In 18601,830 were treated; 7 dk-d—,:iS 
of 1 per cent. In 1890 1,540 were treated; 5 
died—.82 of 1 percent. In 1S91 1,559 were 
treated; 3 died—,19 of 1 par cent. Each year 
the percentage of deaths has bei-u lower.

Farinaceous Food For Dyspeptics. 


The conclusion tbat wheat bread is unnt 


for dyspeptics, smnetiaies jumped at be- 
cause ill etfects are noticL-tl to follow its use, 
is erroneous. On the contrary it has been 
pointed out by Bouchard and others that ' 
farinaceous food is peculiarly aduutcd to 
come dyspeptic patients. It is the microbes 
in the starch, which is capable of producing 
irritating acids, that causes the trouble, 
'i'o avoid tills, liouchard recommends that 
only the crust or toasted crumbs of tho 
bread be used by dyspeptics, particularly 
those whose i-tomachs art dilated. The 
reason of this is explained b}' the fact that 
baking temporarily, though not perma- 
nently, arrests the fermentation of douyh. 
"When it is af<ain heated by the warmth of 
the stomach, the fermentation is renewed. 
In cases where the bread is toasted brown 
through, Lhu fermentation is stopped per-
